Reeeption by the City of Brooklyn One |
of the Most Eathusiastic Political
Demonstrations

In the History of the Country—Thensands
of Persons on the Streets—Reception
at the Academy of Musie.

New York, Oectober 16.—Gov. Cleve-
land aroee early this morning, looking
fully refreshed witer his fatiguing ex-
lmnanrm Inst night. While at break-
nst delegates of the Reception Com-
mittee in Brooklyn arrived and en-
tered the Governor's apartments.  He
joined them shortly before 0 o'clock, and
the committee, with their guests, imme-
diately descended to the earringes in wait-
ing at the Twenty-third street entrance to
the hotel and drove Jown Broadway to
the Brooklyn bridge. In the carriage with
Gaov, Olev d were Adjutant-General
Farnsworth, of his , and Mayor | gn
Baoks, of Albany.

The Brooklyn Demonstration.
New York, October 18.—At an early
hour this morning the organizations which
tlook part in' the reception of Gov. Cleve-
land in Brooklyp, to-day, sssembled in
their respective headquarters. From all
parts of the city they mrched with Ilngs
and banners flying to the stations assigned
them in the streets adjoining the entrance
to the East river bridge, where they fell
into line and awaited the arrival ofy the
guest of the da All the space for blocks
about the bn-l)go entraace was thronged
with citizens, waiting to welcome the
Presidential candidate. The chairman of
the Uampaign CUommittes, Ex-Sunstor
Murtha, with othems of the e ammittee ; the
chairman of 1he Young Demcracy and In-
dependent Republicans received the Gov-
ernor when be arrived in has carriage on
the Brooklyn side of the bride. The vast
thiong of people assembled cheered en-
thusiastically, and above the deafening
roar roso the piercing shrieks of hundreds
nf steam whistles ([rom steamboats and
%u on the river. Business houses

prviate residences in the neigh-
hurhoud were decorated with bunt-
ing, and every window was filled with
men and women. The men added
their voices to those of the cheering
throng below, and bhundreds of white
handkerchiefs fluttered in the hands of
ndiea. BStanding up in hisopen barouche,
the Governor bowed his acknowledgmenta
in respouse to the greeting sccorded him,
and looked upon the enthusiastic throng
with a pleased smile. His expression was
one of entire self-poassession, satisfaction
and quiet confilence. The Governor'a
oarriage took its place in line, the uni-
formed organizations assumed their posi-
tions, the bands strock np lively marchi
aim, and the procession moved tow
the Plerrepont. House through streets
lined with erowded and cheering specta-
tors, and beneath fiags and banners swung
in the breezs from houses along the route.
As cheer after cheer broke out, and thou-
eands of ladien at open windows waved
their handkerchiefs, the Governor repeat-
edly bowed on either side in response to
their hearty grestings.

AT THE PIERKEPONT HOUSE,

The plaza surrounding the City Hall
was densely thronged, and from the build-
ing iteeli waved the national and State
volors in honor of the cily’s guest. Gov.
Uloveland was driven to the Pierrepont
Houss, where a large number of people
awaited his arrival, among lhem many of
the most distinguished men of this State.
The Rev, Heary Ward Beecher was also
present, and heartily cheered. After
shaking hands with a Jarge number of | o
poapie introdoced tv him, 1he Governor
was encorted to the Art Ammlnl rooms
conneeted with the Oolle usic, on
Montaguo street, The bulﬁ[ng was hand-
somely decorated with buntiog and ever-
greens, aud waa densely throngad.

DBanners of all kinds, and
flags and pennants of every nation
were displayed to ¢iod sdvantage. The
decorgtions wers not only elaborate, but
exceedingly effective in design.

Dr, Thornton dweit at mat Ianmh and
very clearly exp'sined the character-
istics of the ma fevers incident to
the boitom coun'ry. He said the thres
conditions essential to the production
of this malarial atmosphere are heat
87° te 70° Farenheit, a permanent
moistura and vegetable decomposition,
or emanations of a like deleterious
character from the soil, paludal or marsh
missma, or as it is more succinetly stated
in Woold's Parcties of Medicine, heat,
moisture and vegetable llacompm:tiun.
Remove either element, lnd the condi-
tions being disturbed, malaria is not pro-
duced. At present these conditions pre-
vail through this whole bottom eountry,
modified or lessened in soms localities
by improvements, cultivation of the soil
and drainage,

The first essential step toward prophy-
laxis is to reduce to a minimum the two
elements which are to some degree con-
troluble; that is, the moisture and vege-
table desompaosition, or the missmatic em-
anation from the soil. The aeasons bei
immutable the heat cannot be moditi nf
Civil and ranitary engineering can so dis-
pose of the water distribated over this
country by the exceasive spring floods and
annnal rainfall as in a measure to control
this element.
